JUNIOR G-MEN 

TTie West Paterson, N. J,, police have 
initiated a system which may well develop 
into a national trend* Supported by the mayor 
and borough attorney, they have enlisted the 
aid of 87 lads, ranging between the ages of 
5 and 14, who are classified by the force as 
*"third-grade detectives/' 

These precocious policemen, who operate 
out of four precincts in West Paterson, wear^ 
badges and flourish identification cards on 
which are printed: **Do unto others as you 
would have them do unto you." They are 
signed by the two officers who founded the 
agency. Each Saturday morning, they meet 
in the Municipal Building where they study 
police methods and listen to lectures on safety 
by veteran officials* 

How and why were these youths organized? 
Says one of the patrolmen responsible for re¬ 
cruiting and advising the group: 

*‘Some time ago, while investigating a case, 
we had occasion to question a lad, who had 
seen the crime committed. We were so im¬ 
pressed by his intelligent answers, based on 
shrewd observation, that we thought it would 
be* a good idea to form a small force of sup¬ 
plementary sleuths. The response encouraged 
us. The* mayor and the department were all 
but overwhelmed by requests.” 

. Despite the fact that these boys are re¬ 
garded as law officials, they are not permitted 
to perform the full-fledged duties of the adult 
members of the force. They are not, for in^ 
stance, allowed to make arrests* Ratlier, their 
mission IS to assist the police in catching a 
criminal. They are urged to be vigilant, to 
report instantly when they see a crime being 


committed, to )ol down a license number of 
an auto fleeing from a crime, 

Xo date, there has been no report of any 
major crime in the vicinity, and the morale of 
West Paterson has improved immeasurably* 
Almost every boy prides himself on being 
an officer and a gentleman* 

Coincidentally, the Wednesday night 
N.B.C. radio program, MR. DISTRICT 
ATTORNEY, is now appointing Honorary 
District Attorneys. Recently, a California boy 
was deputized for having rescued a year-oid 
child from death after she had fallen into 
a well, 

HANG IT ALL! 

In a northwestern state, a rancher was fill¬ 
ing in a report to the government on a claim 
he was staking, when he came across the ques¬ 
tion: “If your father is dead, state when and 
why/'
